FEDERAL  LEGISLATION  -  BILLS  INTRODUCED 


Forestry 

Forest  Management 

Conservation  of  Private  Forest  Lands.  The  Secretary  of  Ag- 
riculture would  be  authorized  after  preliminary  surveys  and  inves- 
tigations to  classify  all  privately  owned  land  within  each  State  as 
either  forest  land  or  non-forest  land.  Following  classification, 
the  Secretary  would  be  required  to  establish  administrative  areas 
of  a  reasonably  homogeneous  character  such  as  would  make  them  adap- 
table to  the  application  of  uniform  rules  of  forest  practice.  With- 
in each  of  the  areas  thus  defined,  the  Secretary  would  appoint  an 
area  administrator  and  an  area  advisor;'"  board  of  five  members,  two 
representing  the  interests  of  forest  operators  or  forest  industry, 
one  representing  labor,  one  representing  the  general  public.  An 
additional  member  could  be  appointed  representing  persons  interest- 
ed in  water  conservation.  All  members  of  the  advisory  board,  with 
the  exception  of  the  persons  interested  in  water  conservation,  or 
those  representing  forest  operators,  would  be  residents  of  the  ar- 
ea. If  the  major  part  of  the  lands  lying  within  the  area  are  also 
within  the  boundaries  of  one  or  more  soil  conservation  .districts, 
the  Secretary  would  either  designate  the  district's  governing  body 
as  the  area  advisory  board  or  add  a  representative  from  the  govern- 
ing body  to  the  advisory  board. 

It  would  be  the  duty  of  the  area  administrator  with  the  help 
of  the  advisory  bo3.rd,  to  formulate  tentative  rules  of  forest  prac- 
tice for  application  within  the  area.  After  full  opportunity  for 
investigation  and  hearing  by  interested  persons,  these  tentative 
rules  would  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  for  his  consideration. 
He,  in  turn,  would  hold  such  further  hearings  as  might  seem  neces- 
sary and  make  desirable  modifications,  after  which  the  rules  would 
be  approved  by  an  official  order. 

The  rules  of  forest  practice  contemplated,  by  the  bill  would 
be  uniform  as  to  all  forest  lands  within  each  class  as  defined  by 
Secretarial  order.  In  classifying  forest  lands  within  each  area, 
consideration  would  be  given  to  forest  types  and  conditions,  topog- 
raphy, nearness  to  State  borders  or  to  public  forests,  prevalence 
of  insects  or  other  relevant  factors.  Promulgated  rules  could  in- 
clude but  are  not  limited  to  the  following:  (l)  Protection  of  for- 
est lands  against  fire-  (Z)  protection  of  forest  lands  against  in- 
sects and  diseases;  (3)  safeguards  to  the  proper  use  of  forest 
lands  and  prevention  of  exploitation.  The  third  point  Includes 
adequate  restocking,  prohibiting  premature  or  wasteful  cutting,  re- 
serving sufficient  thrifty  trees  for  growing  stock,  prevention  of 
damaging  logging  methods,  regulation  of  grazing  and  the  prohibiting 
of  clear  cutting. 
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In  order  to  provide  a  maximum  flexibility  in  the  adaptation 
of  rules  to  particular  forest  lands,  the  Secretary  would  be  author- 
ized to  encourage  individual  forest  operators  to  submit  working 
plans,  which  upon  approval  would  be  substituted  for  the  official 
rules  adopted  for  that  particular  area. 

The  bill  deals  extensively  with  details  of  procedure  in  in- 
vestigating violations,  appeals  of  forest  operators  and  owners  and 
the  application  of  criminal  penalties,  injunctions,  and  other  en~ 
forcement  measures.  It  also  authorizes  a  system  of  certificates  of 
clearance  as  a  means  of  identifying  shipments  of  lumber  and  other 
forest  products  ■which  have  been  produced  under  conditions  fully 
complying  with  the  contemplated  regulations. 

To  advise  and  assist  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  the  forest  practices  program  out- 
lined by  the  bill  an  advisory  board  would  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident. The  board  would  consist  of  12  members  representing  various 
interest  groups  including  farmers,  forest  operators,  forest  indus- 
tries, labor  employed  in  forests,  wildlife  groups,  transportation 
and  groups  interested  primarily  in  various  typos  n£  conservation, 
(tf.  R.  3839,  Mr.  Pierce,  March  6.0 

State  Cooperation.  This  bill  is  identical  to  H.  R.  3839  ex- 
cept that  in  defining  classes  of  lands,  the  Secretary  would  be  re- 
quired to  consider  States  instead  of  regions,  and  every  State  would 
be  given  three  years  within  which  to'  set  up  a  plan  of  forest  prac- 
tice regulation  equivalent  to  the  Federal  program.  Upon  the  adop- 
tion of  satisfactory  legislation  by  the  State  and  the  inauguration 
of  a  program  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Secretary,  the  Federal 
Government  would  cooperate  through  the  granting  of  funds.  (H.  R. 
3850,  Mr.  Pierce,  March  6.) 

Public  Acquisition 

Cooperative  Agreements.  Would  authorize  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  make  cooperative '  agreements  with  private  forest  own- 
ers near  national  forests  to  promote  sustained  yield  management. 
Oregon  and  California  Railroad  and  Coos  Bay  Wagon  Road  revested 
grant  lands  could  not  be  included  in  the  agreements.  This  bill  re-, 
sembles  H.  R.  572  (see  Bulletin  58,  p.  l)  and  H.  R.  2527  (sec  Bul- 
letin 59,  p.  2).     (S.  1093,  Mr.  McNary,  March  13.) 

Grazing 

Range  Practices 

Forest  Grazing  Boards.  Would  provide  for  the  election  of 
local  advisory  boards  composed  of  grazing  permittees  for    each  na- 
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tional  forest.  Matters  pertaining  to  the  issuing  and  renewal  of 
permits  and  to  the  parceling  out  of  community  allotments  would  be 
refused  to  the  board.  These  provisions  are  amendments  to  U.  S.  C, 
16:471  (Act  of  March  3,  1891).     (S.  1030,  Mr.  Johnson,  March  4.) 

Land  Development 

Drainage  and  Irrigation  Projects 

Water  Sec-page.  Would  authorize  investigations  and  demon- 
strations of  methods  for  controlling  water  seepage  in  irrigation 
canals.  This  bill  is  similar  to  H.  R.  3396  (see  Bulletin  61,  p.  2) 
except  that  the  work  would  be  done  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
rather  than  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  (S.  1036,  Mr.  Clark, 
March  5 , ) 


Marketing 

Agricultural  Prices  and  Income 

Corn  and  Wheat  Referenda.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  this  bill  would  require 
the  holding  of  corn  and  wheat  referenda  within  30  days  of  proclama- 
tions. Quotas  would  be  the  actual  production  of  the  acreage  plant- 
ed on  the  farm,  less  the  normal  production  or  the  actual  production 
— 'Whichever  is  smaller.  Producers  would  be  subject  to  penalties  of 
40  and  50  cents  per  bushel  of  corn  or  wheat  respectively;  although 
quotas  would  not  apply  to  farms  having  less  than  15  planted  acres 
of  either  crop.  •  (H.  J.  Res.  133,  Mr.  Pierce,  March  6.) 

Seeds,  Feeds,  and  Fertilizers 

Noxious  Weed  Control  Act .  Proposes  Federal  assistance  to 
States  in  eradicating  and  controlling  noxious  weeds  (perennial 
weeds  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  after  consultation 
with  State  authorities).  Not  exceeding  50  percent  of  the  total 
costs  of  operation  could  be  paid  to  the  States  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment— use  of  relief  labor  and  CCC  enrollees  would  also  be  au- 
thorized.    (H.  R.  3970,  Mr.  Leavy,  March  12.) 

Services  to  Agriculture 

Agriculture  Research  and  Education 

Regional  Agricultural  Centers.  Would  create  not  to  exceed 
five  regional  agricultural  centers  for  investigations  and  demon- 
strations in  self-sufficing  farming.  Similar  work  would,  also  be 
authorized  for  the  State  colleges.     (S.  1124,  Mr.  Mead,  March  17.) 
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Water  Utilization  . 

Stream  Pollution 

Water  Pollution  Control,  Yfould  create  a  new  division  in  the 
Public  Health  Service  to  carry  on  continuous  surveys  and  investiga- 
tive work  in  connection  with  stream  pollution.  One  of  the  division 
functions  would  be  to  encourage  interstate  compacts.  Blanket  Con- 
gressional consent  would  be  given  to  the  negotiation  of  such  com- 
pacts. Another  division  function  would  be  to  classify  the  '  naviga- 
ble waters  of  the  continental  United  States  and  to  outline  the 
boundaries  of  sanitary  water  districts  within  which  uniform  stan- 
dards of  purity  would  be  fixed.     (H.  R.  3778,  Mr.  Mondt,  March  4.)

STATE  LEGISLATION  -  BILLS  INTRODUCED 


Conservation 

Minerals 

-x-  Pennsylvania  -  Gas  and  Petroleum  Wells .  Would  authorize 
the  Department  of  Mines  "to  regulate  the  location,  drilling,  cas- 
ing, production,  operation,  plugging  and  filling,  and  abandonment 
of  natural  gas  and  petroleum  wells."  (H.  B.  824,  Mr.  Williams,  et 
al.) 

Soils 

Kansas  -  Soil  Conservation  Appropriation .  Would  appropriate 
$6000  for  biennium  for  operating  and  travel  expenses  of  State  Soil 
Conservation  Committee  and  district  supervisors.  (S.  B.  315,  Mr. 
Christian. ) 

Missouri  -  Soil  Conservation  Districts .  Would  establish  a 
State  committee  and  provide  for  the  organization  of  soil  conserva- 
tion districts.  Differences  from  the  "Standard  Act"  are:  (l)  "Own- 
ers" rather  than  "occupiers"  would  be  inquired  to  sign  the  organiz- 
ing petition,  and  "50"  instead  of  "25"  owners  must  sign  the  peti- 
tion. (2)  Sections  9,  10,  II,  and  12  concerning  the  adoption,  and 
enforcement  of  land  use  regulations,  and  provisions  for  a  Board  of 
Adjustment  are  omitted.     (H.  B.  289,  Mr.  Caldwell.) 

Montana  -  Grass.  "An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  208  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1939,  relating  to  grass  conservation  and  known  as  the 
Grass  Conservation  Act."     (H.  B.  310,  Mr.  Savior,  et  al.) 

New  York  -  Soil  Conservation  Appr o pr ia t i on .  These  bills 
would  appropriate  $10,000  to  be  used  by  the  Extension  Service  for 
technical  assistance  given  to  soil  conservation  and  erosion  control 
activities.'  (S.  B.  1058,  Mr.  Wallace;  A.  B.  1238,  Mr.  Milmoe.) 

*•  North  Carolina  -  Wild  Plants .  Would  provide  a  penalty  for 
the  destruction  of  certain  wild  plants  on  the  public  domain  without 
permit  in  possession.     (H.  B.  634.)' 

-"-  Ohio  -  Conservancy  Districts .  Would  memorialize  "the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  relative  to  the  policy  of  assuming  as- 
sessments and  the  entire  cost  of  improvements  in    conservancy  dis—

Ohio  -  Soil  Conservation  Districts.  Would  provide  "for 
soil  conservation  districts."     (H.  B.  646,  Mr.  Martz,  et  al.) 

Pennsylvania  -  Strip  Mining .  These  bills  would  authorize 
the  Department  of  Mines  to  regulate  "the  business  of  strip  mining." 
Licenses  would  be  required  and  bond  would  be  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines  to  secure  leveling  and  replacement  of  surface  soil. 
(S.  B.  317,  Mr.  McQuiddy-  H.  B.  774,  Mr.  Jones;  H.  B.  788,  Mr. 
Elliott,  et  al.) 

Utah  -  Soil  Conservation  Districts .  Would  amend  the  Soil 
Conservation  Districts  Act  by  requiring  from  the  State  Board  of  Ag- 
riculture, approval  of  employees  and  salaries.  (S.  B.  290,  State 
and  Municipal  Affairs  Com. ) 


Cooperatives 

Marketing  Cooperatives 

South  Carolina  -  Farmers '  Market .  Would  provide  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Farmers'  Market  in  Lancaster  County.  (H.  B.  302, 
Mr.  Williams. ) 

Rural  Electrification  Cooperatives 

Arizona  -  Enabling  Act.  Would  authorize  the  organization  of 
electrical  cooperatives  "for  the  purpose  of  supplying  electric  en- 
ergy and  promoting  and  extending  the  use  thereof."  Five  or  more 
natural  persons,  or  two  or  more  cooperatives  may  organize  the  coop- 
erative, and  all  users  automatically  become  members  with  voting 
rights.  Provision  is  made  for  the  conversion  of  existing  corpora- 
tions into  the  cooperative  setup.     (H.  B.  216,  Mr.  Goff,  et  al.) 

Kansas  -  Electric  Cooperatives .  Would  authorize  the  organic 
zation  of  cooperative  corporations  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  e- 
lectric  energy.     (H.  B.  115,  Mr.  Hawkinson,  et  al.) 

Missouri  -  Powers .  Yfculd  extensively  amend  the  law  of  rural 
electrification  cooperatives  relative  to  their  formation,  powers, 
and  functions.     (H.  B.  282,  Mr.  McDaniel,  et  al.) 

%  Ohio  -  Taxation.  Relates  "to  the  taxation  of  non-profit 
rural  electric  companies;  providing  for  the  listing  and  assessing 
of  personal  property  of  such  companies  at  50  percent  of  its  true 
value  in  money  and  exempting  such  companies  from  excise  and  intan- 
gible property  taxes."     (H.  B.  552,  Mr.  Hawley,  et  al.) 
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Oklahoma  -  Taxation.  Would  impose  on  cooperatives  selling 
electric  energy  a  two  percent  tax  on  gross  receipts  which  is  to  be 
in  lieu  of  other  taxes.     (H.  B.  252,  Mr.  Barr,  et  al.) 

Vermont  -  Agricultural  Cooperatives.  Would  permit  other  in- 
dividuals as  well  as  agricultural  workers  to  .form  cooperatives  for 
the  sale,  production  or  distribution  of  agricultural  products.  (H. 
B.  265,  Com.  on  Agriculture.) 

Service  and  Retail  Cooperatives 

Minnesota  -  Cooperatives.  Would  permit  cooperative  corpora- 
tions to  continue  notwithstanding  corporate  existence  had  by  previ- 
ous law  expired.     (S.  F.  506,  Mr.  Weber.) 

Credit  and  Insurance 

Debt  Adjustment  and  Relief 

New  York  -  Deficiency  Judgments .  Would  continue  the  prohi- 
bition against  deficiency  judgments  for  two  additional  years — to 
1943.     (S.  B.  1205,  Mr.  Morasco.) 

New  York  -  Mortgage  Moratorium.  These  bills  would  extend 
the  existing  mortgage  moratorium.  (S.  B.  1081,  Mr.  Packj  A.  B. 
1354,  Mr.  Bennett.) 

Forestry 

Fire  Control 

Oregon  -  Fire  Protection.  Would  enable  municipal  corpora- 
tions to  establish  rural  fire  protection  districts  under  existing 
law  after  referendum.     (H.  B.  271,  Mr.  Rodman.) 

Oregon  -  Forest  Fire  Protection.  Would  enable  county  com- 
missioners to  cooperate  with  the  State  Board  of  Forestry  to  zone 
for  convenience  in  establishing  fire  protection  activities.  There 
would  be  two  zones:  One  would  be  composed  of  forest  lands  inter- 
mingled with  grazing  and  agricultural  lands;  zone  two  includes  all 
other  lands.  The  form  of  fire  protection  for  zone  one  would  be  de- 
termined jointly  by  county  commissioners,  State  Fire  Marshall,  and 
the  State  Board  of  Forestry,  the  agreement  to  be  in  writing  signed 
by  officers  of  each  agency.  The  State  Board  of  Forestry  may  con- 
tract with  existing  fire  control  agencies  for  protection  in  zone 
one.  In  zone  two  the  county  commissioners  may  establish  such  fa- 
cilities as  necessary,  or  contract  with  existing  fire  control  agen- 
cies. Tax  levies  may  be  made  to  finance  the  costs.  (H.  B.  498, 
fir .  Kuratli . ) 
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Texas  -  Forest  Fires.  Would  permit  employees  of  the  Forest 
Service  to  enter  private  lands  to  control  fires  that  are  or  appear 
to  be  uncontrolled.     (H.  B.  544,  Mr.  Burnaman.) 

Vermont  -  Forest  Fires.  Would  require  the  removal  of  slash 
and  debris  by  those  who  cut  forest  growth  adjacent  to  highways. 
(H.  B.  245,  Conservation  and  Development  Com.) 

Forest  Management 

Kansas  -  Shelter  Belts.  Would  encourage  by  reductions  in 
assessed  valuations  for  taxes  the  planting  of  shelter  belts  on  pri- 
vate lands  to  provide  windbreaks  and  protection  to  soils,  crops, 
livestock,  and  wildlife.     (S.  B.  135,  Mr.  Beeler.) 

Michigan  -  Forestry  Funds .  Would  add  to  the  forest  nurser- 
ies fund  all  money  from  the  sales  of  forest  planting  stock.  (H.  B. 
238,  Mr.  MacKay. ) 

New  York  -  Forest  Tax  Study.  Would  .create  a  commission  to 
study  forest  land  taxation.  An  appropriation  of  $5000  is  made. 
(S.  E.  865,  Mr.  Bewley. ) 

"Washington  -  C  as  car  a  Bark.  Would  license  and  regulate  the 
peelers  and  sellers  of  cascara  bark.     (S.  B.  293,  Mr.  Gehrman.) 

Washington  -  Rights-of-Way.  -Would  provide  that  wherever  co- 
operative forest  management  agreements  have  been  made  with  the 
State,  private  parties  would  be  given  railway,  road,  or  other  rights 
to  carry  out  the  agreement.  The  easement  is  to  be  granted  without 
charge  and  is  to  be  only  for  the  life  of  the  contract.  Payment  is 
to  be  made  for  merchantable  timber  cut  in  establishing  the  rights- 
of-way.     (S.  B.  284,  Mr.  Schroeder.).  -  . 

Washington  -  State  Forestry  Board .  Would  establish  a  State 
Board  of  Forestry  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  determine  and  super- 
vise all  policies  with  respect  to  State  forestry.  The  existing 
State  Forestry  Board  is  abolished,  and  its  functions,  powers,  and 
duties  transferred  to  the  Board  created  by  this  Act.  A  Division  of 
Forestry  is  to  be  operated  under  the  direction  of  a  Forester.  (H. 
B.  619,  Executive  Request.) 

Washington  -  State  Timber  Sales.  Would  enable  the  purchaser 
of  timber  from  the  State  to  remove  it  within  five  years  unless  the 
time  is  extended  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands.  Extensions 
may  be  granted  upon  payment  of  $1  to  $Z  an  acre  a  year.  (S.  B. 
411,  Mr.  Bargreen.) 

Washington  -  Timber  Cutting.  Would  establish  new  and  strict- 
er regulations  for  cutting  evergreen  trees  by  requiring    a  license 
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fee  and  payment  of  two  and  one-half  cents  for  each  tree  cutting. 
(H.  B.  565,  Forestry  Com.) 

Public  Acquisition 

Kansas  -  Forestry  Appropriation.  Would  appropriate  $5000  to 
the  Experiment  Station  to  purchase  seedling  trees.  (S.  B.  180,, 
Ways  and  Means  Com. ) 

Reforestation 

North  Carolina  -  Forestry  Research.  Would  make  an  appro- 
priation of  $50,000  to  the  North  Carolina  State  College  for  fores- 
try research.  One-half  of  the  money  is  to  be  used  for  research  and 
timber  marketing  and  restocking  methods,  and  the  other  half  is  to 
be  used  to  employ  persons  to  aid  in  the  organization  of  timber  cut- 
ting and  to  advise  landowners  as  to  the  best  use  of  lands.  The  ap- 
propriation is  increased  by  $25,000  for  the  year  1942.   (H.  B.  636.) 

Texas  -  Community  Forests.  7/ould  authorize  counties  and  mu- 
nicipalities to  acquire  lands  for  forests  and  provide  for  their  ad- 
ministration.    (H.  B.  521,  Mr.  Bur  Hainan. ) 

Governmental  Cooperation 

Federal-State 

Maine  -  Stamp  Plan.  Would  facilitate  cooperation  with  the 
Federal  Government  in  carrying  out  the  food  stamp  plan.  (S.  P.  485, 
Mr.  Fellows.) 

Minnesota  -  Stamp  Plan.  Would  facilitate  cooperation  with 
the  Federal  Government  in  the  commodity  stamp  plan.  (S.  F.  785, 
Mr.  Stiening;  S.  F.  814,  Mr.  Steining.) 

Interstate 

Kansas  -  Interstate  Cooperation.  Would  create  a  commission 
to  facilitate  interstate  cooperation  and  compacts.  (S.  B.  224,  Mr. 
Skovgard;  H.  3.  279,  Mr.  Payton.) 

Kansas  -  Oil  and  Gas.  Would  extend  the  interstate  compact 
to  conserve  oil  and  gas  for  two  more  years.  (S.  B.  138,  Oil  and 
Gas.  Com.;  K.  B.  150,  Mr.  Woodward.) 

Missouri  -  Interstate  Cooperation.  Would  create  a  commis- 
sion to  facilitate  interstate  cooperation  and  compacts.  (H.  B. 
230,  Mr.  Stewart.) 
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New  Hampshire  -  Fisheries.  Would  establish  an  interstate 
compact  to  promote  better  utilization  of  fisheries.  (H.  B.  263, 
Rules  Com. ) 

Oregon  -  Game  Conservation.  Would  redefine  the  rights  of 
fishing  licensees  of  Oregon  and  Idaho  along  the  Snake  River  between 
the  two  States.     (H.  B.  290,  Mr.  Martin,  et  al.) 

Texas  -  Int 3 r state  Cooperation.  Would  establish  a  commis- 
sion to  facilitate  interstate  cooperation  and  the  establishment  of 
compacts.     (H.  3.  454,  Mr.  Kersey,  et  al.) 

West  Virginia  -  Potomac  River .  Would  ratify  the  interstate 
compact  to  control  the  pollution  of  the  Potomac  River.  (S.  B.  157, 
Mr.  Williams.) 

State-Local

Would  replace  the 
Conservation  Commissioner  by  a  Conservation  Commission,  consisting 
of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  confirmation  of 
the  Council.  The  Commission  would  direct  and  supervise  the  work  of 
the  Department  of  Conservation.     (S.  B.  509,  Mr.  Gehrman,  et  al.) 

Massachusetts  -  Reorganization  Committee.  Would  create  a 
special  unpaid  commission  consisting  of  Members  from  the  Legisla- 
ture and  private  citizens,  to  study  reorganization,  consolidation 
or  abolition  of  certain  departments,  offices,  boards  and  commis- 
sions of  the  commonwealth.     (S.  B.  506,  Mr.  Hunt.) 

Minnesota  -  Legislative  Council.  Would  create  a  Legislative 
Council  composed  of  11  Senators  and  10  Representatives  chosen  by 
the  presiding  officer  of  their  respective  Houses.  In  addition  to 
its  function  of  collecting  information  on  any  subject  of  legisla- 
tive interest,  it  would  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  any  proposed 
recommendations  which  might  be  offered  by  any  State  agency  or  po- 
litical subdivision  of  the  State.

Montana  -  Department  of  Agriculture .  "An  Act  creating  a 
new  section  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  to  be  designated  Sec- 
tion 5564.1,  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Division  of 
Farming  and  Dairying  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Labor,  and 
Industry."     (H.  B.  235,  Mr.  Eggenberger,  et  al.) 

-"-  Font  ana  -  Fish  and  Game  Commission.  Would  provide  for  the 
creation  of  a  Fish  and  Game  Commission;  dividing  the  State  into 
commissioner  districts  and  defining  the  boundaries  of  such  dis- 
tricts; provides  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners.  (H.  B.  298, 
Mr.  Laubach,  et  al.) 

New  Mexico  -  Department  of  Mineral  Resources.  Would  estab- 
lish a  Department  of  Mineral  Resources  under  the  direction  of  a 
five  member  Board  of  Governors  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State.

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New  York  -  Government  Organization.  Would  create  a  Legisla- 
tive Bureau  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  to  study  and  recommend  possi- 
ble economi.es  in  the  State  departments  and  agencies,  and  means  of 
increasing  efficiency.     (S.  B.  1112,  Mr.  Desmond.) 

-*  North  Carolina  -  Department  of  Agriculture .    Would  author-  ■ 
ize  the  Governor  in  case  of  an  emergency  to  provide  funds    for  the 
operation  of  the  Marketing  Division  of  the  Department    of  Agricul- 
ture.    (H.  B.  826.) 

*  Ohio  -  Board  of  Agriculture.  Would  "create  a  Board  of  Ag- 
riculture of  Ohio,  .and  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Board." 
(H.  B.  606,  Mr.  Furdy. ) 

-y-  Ohio  -  Finance  Survey.  Would  authorize  "the  appointment 
of  a  joint  committee  to  study  and  analyze  the  several  existing  ■  re- 
ports relative  to  State  Government,  economy  and  taxation,  with  a 
view  of  using  their  valuable  information  to  effect  economy, "and  a 
more  equitable  system  of  taxation,  and  "to  prepare  the  State'  for: 
the  economic  shock  that  will  follow  the  restoration  of  peace."-  (S; 
J.  R.  8,  Mr.  Baertschi.) 

Texas  -  State  Board  of  Agriculture .  Would  create  a  State 
Board  of  Agriculture.  The  following  offices  and  commissions  would 
be  abolished,  and  their  functions  transferred  to  the  Board:  Office 
of  Land  Commissioner ;  Game,  Fish  and  Oyster  Commission;  'B<aaT.d  of 
Water  Engineers;  Livestock  Sanitary  Commission;  State  Soil  Conser- 
vation Board;  and  the  State  Agricultural  Board.     (H.  B.  640.) 

Utah  -  Department  of  Agriculture.  Vfould  create  a  Department 
of  Agriculture  under  the  supervision  of  a  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, .composed  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The 
Board  members  would  be  chosen  for  their  knowledge  and  experience  in 
the  following  fields:  agricultural  production;  marketing  of  agri- 
cultural products;  and  raising  and  handling  of  livestock.

Washington  -  State  Executive  Board.  Would  establish  a  State 
Executive  Board  composed  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  State  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  State  Auditor, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Lands,  Insurance  Commissioner  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  with  power  to  appoint  and  remove  all 
directors  of  code  departments  of  the  State  Government.

the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  would  supervise  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  This  proposal  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  referendum* 
(H.  B.  602,  Mr.  Resell ini.) 

Washington  -  Unicameral  Legislature.  Would  amend  the  con- 
stitution to  provide  for  a  unicameral  legislature  to  begin  in  Janu- 
ary 1945.  The  proposed  legislature  would  consist  of  not  less  than 
46  nor  more  than  60  members,  half  to  be  elected  every  two  years  for 
four  year  terms  and  hold  meetings  annually.  (H.  J.  R.  20,  Mr. 
Gates.) 

Local  Government 

Kansas  -  Township  Roads.  Would  permit  any  township  not 
operating  under  the  county  road  unit  system  to  turn  oyer  to  the 
county  the  maintenance,  repair  and  construction  of  the  township's 
roads.

Michigan  -  County  Drain  Commissioner.  Would  permit  any  coun- 
ty having  a  population  of  not  less  than  20,000  and  not  more  than 
80,000  to  abolish,  by  popular  vote,  the  office  of  county  drain  com- 
missioner and  transfer  his  functions  to  the  board  of  supervisors. 
(H.  B.  230,  Mr.  Spies,  et'al.) 

Nevada  -  County  Disorganization.  Would  provide  procedure 
for  the  abolition,  annexation,  or  change  of  county  boundaries  upon 
petition  of  three-fifths  of  the  taxpayers  and  three-fifths  affirma- 
tive vote  on  referendum.     (S.  B.  90,  Con.  on  Counties.) 

New  xork  —  County  Civil  Service.  Would  establish  three  op- 
tional procedures  for  adopting  civil  service  for  counties.  County 
civil  service  committees  may  be  organized  to  administer  the  Act  or 
the  County  Supervisors  may  elect  to  have  the  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  administer  the  Act.  (S.B.  930,  Mr.  Bechtold;  A.B.  1197, 
Mr.  Fite.) 

New  XciZk  _  local  Government  Study.  Would  create  a-  commission 
to  study  county  government  and  its  relation  to  the  units  and  lands 
of  government  to  promote  efficiency  and  economy.  (A.  B.  1624,  Mr. 
Wagner . ) 

-"-  Ohio  -  Optional  Government .  Would  "provide  alternative 
forms  of  county  government."     (H.  B.  414,  Mr.  Marshall.) 

Utah  -  Committee  on  Local  Government .  Would  create  a  Com- 
mittee on  Local  Government,  composed  of  legislators  and  private 
citizens,  to  investigate  local  government  operations  from  the  stand- 
points of  personnel,  method  of  operation,  costs,  etc.  The  Commit- 
tee would  report  to  the  legislature  not  later  than  January  1,  1943. 
(H.  J.  R.  2,'  Mr.  Brewster,  et  alj  and  H.  J.  R.  13,  Mr.  Brewster.) 

Grazing; 

District  and  Associations 

Arizona  -  Exchange  of  Public  Lands .  Would  authorize  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  and  the  Selection  Board  to  make  ex- 
changes of  State  lands  for  Federal  lands,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act.  (S.  B.  178,  Commission  on 
Public  Lands . ) 

New  Mexic o  -  State  Land  Leases .  Would  propose  an  -.amendment 
to  the  Constitution    to    facilitate  the  leasing  procedure    of  State 
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lands for  grazing  or  agriculture  by  appropriate  legislation.  (S. 
J.  R.  8,  Mr.  Roach.) 

land  Development 

Drainage "and  Irrigation  Projects 

Arizona  -  Water  Rights.  Would  provide  that  failure  to  use 
irrigation  water  would  not  entail  a  loss  of  right  to  use  water  on 
lands  included  within  an  irrigation  district.  (S.  B.  128,  Mr. 
Blake.) 

Arkansas  -  Irrigation  Corporations .  Would  classify  as  pub- 
lic utility  corporations  all  corporations  organized  to  furnish  wa- 
ter to  the  public  for  irrigation  of  land,  and  would  make  them  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.     (S.  B.  229,  Mr.  Erwin.) 

Idaho  -  Drainage  District  Bonds .  Would  authorize  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  any  drainage  district  to  issue  funding  bonds  to 
cover  the  district's  indebtedness  incurred  prior  to  July  1,  1942. 
(S.  B.  168,  Insurance  Com.;  H.  B.  319,  Ways  and  Means  Com.) 

Iowa  -  Drainage  District  Assessments.  Would  authorize  boards 
having  supervision  of  drainage  districts  to  order  assessments  to 
provide  funds  for  repair  of  improvements.  Recommendation  for  re- 
pairs would  be  made  by  an  engineer  and  the  assessment  could  not  ex- 
coed  ten  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  original  improvement.  (H.  B. 
478,  Mr.  Allen.) 

Kansas  -  Drainage  District  Directors.  Would  increase  the 
salaries  of  directors  of  drainage  districts,  which  have  an  assessed 
valuation  of  $2500  or  more,  from  $50  to  $100  per  month.  (S.  B.  52, 
Mr.  Stanley.) 

Kansas  -  Irrigation  Districts.  Would  provide  for  the  organ- 
ization, incorporation,  establishment,  and  operation  of  irrigation 
districts.  Applications  for  incorporation  would  be  submitted  to 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Division  of  Water  Resources,  who  could 
grant  or  reject  the  application.  Once  organized,  the  district  would 
be  under  the  direction  of  an  elected  Board  of  Directors.

*  Montana  -  Home  Settlement  Commission.  Would  provide  for 
the  "policy  of  the  State  to  aid  and  encourage  the  acquisition  of 
homes;  declaring  this  to  be  a  public  purpose;  creating  a  home  set- 
tlement commission  and  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties."  (H.  B. 
293,  Mr.  Antrim.) 

Washington  -  Alaskan  Int o mat ional  Highway.  To  promote  land 
settlement  and  development,  this  bill  would  memorialize  Congress  to 
appropriate  the  necessary  funds  to  construct  immediately  the  Alas- 
kan International  Highway  in  cooperation  with  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment.    (S.  J.  M,  12,  Mr.  Bar green.)

Oregon  -  Homestead  Exemption.  Would  exempt  from  taxation 
not  to  exceed  $1000  of  taxable  value  the  homestead  of  any  person 
receiving  old  age  assistance.     (H.  B.  280,  Mr.  Marsh.) 

Land  lor  d-T  o  nant  Relat  i  Qjighips 

*  Illinois  ->  Recording  of  Instruments.  Would  provide  that 
no  mortgage,  trust  deed,  or  conveyance  of  personal  property  having 
the  effect  of  a  mortgage  or  lien  would  be  valid  against  creditors 
of  the  mortgagor  unless  the  instrument  is  filed  with  the  office  of 
the  recorder  nf  deeds  within  30  days  of  execution.  Would  also  pro- 
vide that  any  instrument  s^  recorded  would  be  valid  until  180  days 
after  maturity  of  the.  deed  or  180  days  after  an  extension  of  the 
time  of  .payment  of  the  debt.     (S.  B.  180,  Mr.  Cash.) 

Kansas  -  Crop  Liens.  Would  extend  the  thresher ' s  lien  on 
crops  to  those  who  furnish  fuel  for  such  machinery.

Would  require  banks,  im- 
plement dealers,  and  loan  agencies  to  furnish  to  millers  and  buy- 
ers of  grain  a  list  of  crop  liens  showing  name,  amount,  interest, 
due  date,  and  description  of  land  on  which  growing.  (H.  B.  329, 
Mr,  Ellis.) 

Michigan  -  Laborer's  Lien.  Would  establish  a  lien  for  the 
benefit  of  persons  furnishing  labor  and  materials  for  landscape 
gardening  work.     (H.  B.  258,  Mr.  Sawyer.) 

Missouri  -  Mortgages.  After  January  1,  1942,  any  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust  given  to  secure  an  indebtedness  of  $100  or  less, 
and  involving  the  power  of  sale,  would  be  made  invalid.

*  Montana  -  Lease  Limitations,  "./in  Act  to  amend  Section  6707 
of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1935,  relating  to  limitation  of 
the  term  of  leases  of  agricultural  lands."  (H.  B.  222,  Mr.  Toomey, 
et  al.) 

Montana  -  Lease  Restrictions.  Would  provide  "that  leases, 
leases  with  option  to  purchase,  agreements    and    tenancies  executed 
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or  created  under  the  supervision  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
.Agriculture  whether  or  not  'the  leases,  leases  with  option  'to  pur- 
chase, agreements  and  tenancies  affect  property  owned,  leased  or 
controlled  by  the  United  States,  corporations,  partnerships,  or  in- 
dividuals, shall  not  be  affected  by  the  restrictions  against  agri- 
cultural leases  for  a  period  longer  than  ten  years."

Fair  Trade  Practices 

North  Carolina.  -  Unfair  Practices .  Would  authorize  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  to  make  rules  and  regulations  to  protect  producers 
of  farm  products  from,  loss  due  to  unethical  trade  practices  and  fi- 
nancial irresponsibility  of  "handlers."  No  person  would  be  permit- 
ted to  act  as  a  handler  of  farm  products  on  anything  but  a  cash 
basis  until  he  obtains  permission  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture. Moreover,  the  Commissioner  would  be  empowered  to  inspect  the 
books  of  "handlers,"  and  to  investigate  sales  and  transactions  of 
farm  products.

Foreign  Trade  ,  . 

-a-  Illinois  -  Meat  Embargo .  "Memorializes  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  Congress  to  resist  any  attempts,  and  to  re- 
frain frcm  any  action,  designed  to  repeal,  circumvent  or  modify  the 
embargo  act  of  1927  relating  to  importation  1  of  dressed  meats  and 
meat  products  from  foreign  lands  in  which  there  is  prevalent  the 
livestock  hoof  and  mouth  disease."     (S.  J.  R.  6,  Mr.  Lantz.) 

Kansas  -  Importation  of  Agricultural  Products .  Would  memo- 
rialize Congress  that  Kansas  is  opposed  to  the  purchase  or  admis- 
sion to  this  country  of  any  livestock  or  agricultural . commodities 
from  other  lands  that  compete  with  crops  and  livestock  produced  in 
the  United  States  unless  It  is  apparent  that  American  producers  are 
incapable  of  supplying  home  needs.

Kansas  -  Wheat  Grades .  Would  urge  the  United  States  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  to  make  the  necessary  study  and  revision  of 
Federal  standards  for  wheat •     (H.  C.  R.  12,  Agricultural  Com.) 

Missouri  -  Egg  Grading.  Would  prescribe  standards  for  the 
grading  of  eggs  and  egg  products  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture.    (H.  B.  389,  Mr.  Mittendorf.) 

Montana  -  Farm  Products.  "An  Act  to  amend  the  following 
sections  if  the  revised  codes  of  Montana  1935,  namely;  Section 
3633.4  as  amended  by  Chapter  71  of  the    session  laws  of  1937  relat- 
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ing  to  the  handling  of  farm  products  and  the  grading  and  labeling, 
tagging,  and  grading  thereof;  Section  3633.9  relating  to  the  in- 
tent of  the  Act."     (H.  B.  194,  Coin,  on  Horticulture.) 

#  New  Jersey  -  Farm  Products.  Makes  appropriation  to  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  foster  use  of  grades  for  New  Jersey  farm 
products  and  to  advertise  such  products,     (S.  B.  229.) 

North  Carolina  -  Agricultural  Products  Trademark .  Would  es- 
tablish the  trademark  "Tar  Heel"  for  North  Carolina  farm  products. 
The  trademark  could  be  used  only  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture.     (S.  B.  198,  Mr.  Ballentine,  et  al.) 

Oregon  -  Frozen  Products .  Would  regulate,  license  and  con- 
trol the  manufacture  and  sale  of  frozen  products.  Such  manufacture 
and  sale  are  to  bo  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.    (H.  B.  295,  Mr.  Perry.) 

Licensing  and  Regulation  of  Handlers 

Idaho  -  Produce  Dealers .  Would  license  and  regulate  produce 
dealers  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture.

Illinois  -  Milk  Marketing  Board .  These  bills  would  create 
a  Milk  Marketing  Board  consisting  of  seven  members  "to  regulate  the 
production,  marketing,  sale,  and  distribution  of  milk,"  The  Direc- 
tor of  Agriculture  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  Board,  The  Board 
would  have  full  powers  to  fornulate  administrative  provisions.  An 
appropriation  of  $300,000  is  made,  (H.  B.  287;  H.  B*.

Iowa  -  Community  Sale  Barns .  Would  require  that  the  opera- 
tors of  stockyards,  sale  pavillions,  or  other  places  where  live- 
stock is  bought  and  sold,  be  licensed  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. Before  securing  a  license,  a  bond  of  $5000  would  be  re- 
quired. The  Department  could  refuse  or  revoke  licenses  upon  the 
operator's  violation  of  specified  regulations  set  up  in  the  bill.

Kansas  -  Sale  of  Baby  Chicks.  Would  require  persons  selling 
baby  chicks  at  auction  sales,  or  through  any  othtr  method  other 
than  "regular  sales  channels,"  to  be  licensed  by  th3  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Commissioner.     (H.  B.  291,  Mr.  Ross.) 
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Minnesota  -  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  These  bills  would  regu- 
late by  license  and  bond  all  purchasers  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
who  purchase  these  products  for  commercial  canneries.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  is  to  formulate  the  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  for  the  administration  of  the  Act.  (H.  F.  814,  Mr.  Mill- 
er, et  al;  S.  B.  604,  Mr.  Dietz,  et  al.) 

-x-  Montana  -  Dairy  Substitutes.  "An  Act  relating  to  and  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  oleomargarine;  defining  oleomargarine  and  a  re- 
tailer and  a  wholesaler  thereof;  providing  for  and  fixing  the  a- 
mount  of  license  to  sell  or  exchange  oleomargarine;  for  the  revoca- 
tion thereof."     (H.  B.  205,  Mr.  Lippard.) 

Nevada  -  Produce  Buyers.  Would  license,  regulate,  and  pro- 
vide for  bonding  buyers  of  farm  products.  Licenses  would  be  issued 
to  produce  dealers  up^n  application  to  the  Director  of  the  Division 
of  Marketing  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Act  is  to  be 
administered  by  the  State  Board  of  Stock  Commissioners.  (H.  B.

Permits, 
bonds,  and  inspection  of  written  contracts  by  the  Commission  of  Ag- 
riculture would  be  required.  The  Commissioner's  powers  and  proce- 
dure is  described.     (H.  B.  795.) 

North  Carolina  -  Milk  Distributors  Regulation.  Would  re- 
quire distributors  and  processors  of  milk  to  furnish  monthly  re- 
ports to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  showing  the  quantity  and 
various  grades  of  milk  bought  and  distributed.  The  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  would  be  permitted  to  enter  plants  to  inspect  books  and 
records  bearing  on  these  matters.     (S*  B.  259,  Mr.  Lumpkin,  et  al.) 

North  Carolina  -  Tobacco  Commissions.  Would  amend  the  to- 
bacco warehouse  law  to  prohibit  tobacco  warehouses  from  charging 
more  than  a  four  percent  commission  on  gross  sales  of  burley  leaf 
tobacco.     (H.  B.  613.) 

Texas  -  Egg  Industry.  Would  regulate  the  poultry  egg  indus- 
try by  setting  grades  and  standards  for  the  classification  and  cer- 
tification of  eggs  and  by  licensing  handlers  engaged  in  egg  traf- 
fic.    (H.  B.  556,  Mr.  Howington,  et  al.) 

Utah  -  Milk  Distributors.  Would  provide  for  the  licensing 
of  milk  distributors  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  Would  al- 
so require  that  milk  distributors  give  bond  to  the  sum  of  $1000 
each.     (S.  B.  295,  Mr.  Lundell.) 
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Utah  -  Milk  Marketing;  Agreements.  Would  permit  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  to  establish  marketing  areas,  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  65  percent  of  the  producers  of  the  potential  marketing,  area 
and  vfho  produce  not  less  than  65  percent  of  the  total  volume  of 
fluid  milk  in  that  area.  .  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  marketing 
area,  the  State  Board  would  appoint  from  a  list  of  names  submitted 
by  the  producers  a  local  board  for  that  area.  Subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Board,  the  local  board  ^ould  establish  minimum 
prices  to  be  paid  producers  for  milk  and  cream.  Any  marketing  plan 
drawn  up  by  the  local  board  must  include  the  code  of  fair  practices 
provided  in  the  bill.

Wisconsin  -  Milk .  Would  define  and  set  production  standards 
for  Grade  A  Milk.

Surplus  Marketing 

Massachusetts  -  Stamp  Plan.  Would  memorialize  Congress  to 
revise  the  rules  regulating  the  distribution  of  surplus  commodi- 
ties: (l)  By  entitling  all  persons  of  small  income  and  recipients 
of  old  age  assistance  to  purchase  stamps;  (2)  by  permitting  orange 
stamps  to  purchase  necessaries  of  life  other  than  food;  and  (3)  by 
placing  no  minimum  on  the  number  of  stamos  which  may  be  purchased. 
(H.  B.  1953,  Mr.  Rubin.) 

Minnesota  -  Stamp  Plan.  Would  establish  procedure  for  local 
communities  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government  on  the  commod- 
ity stamp  plan.     (H.  F.  1032,  Mrs.  Paige.) 

Taxes  on  Foods 

Missouri  -  Oleomargarine  Tax.  Would  provide  an  excise  tax 
of  ten  cents  a  pound  on  oleomargarine •     (H.  B.  299,  Mr.  Thompson.) 

Seeds,  Feeds,  and  Fertilisers 

Kansas  -  Feeding  Stuffs  Inspection.  Would  amend  present  law, 
requiring  an  inspection  fee  of  eight  cents  per  ton  of  feeding 
stuffs,  so  as  to  permit  the  State  Board,  of  Agriculture  to  lower  the 
fees  for  a  period  of  not  mere  than  one  year  when  it  appears  to  the 
Board  that  the  eight  cents  fee  is  yielding  more  revenue  than  is  re- 
quired for  administration.  The  Board  could  restore  the  fee  to 
eight  cents  when  it  appeared  necessary.     (H.  Bo  175,  Mr.  Smith.) 

Montana  -  Commercial  Feeds.  Would  provide  "for  the  in- 
spection and.  analysis  of  commercial  feeding  stuffs  and  the  regula- 
tion of  the  sale  thereof."

toes planted.  The  guaranteed  amount  must  be  paid  share  planters  in 
less  than. 30  days  after  delivery  of  last  potatoes  grown  under  a- 
greement.     (H.  B.  498. ) 

T^xas  -  Seeds .  Would  regulate  the  labeling  and  sale  of  ag- 
ricultural and  vegetable  seeds.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  is 
authorized  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  test- 
ing, inspection,  sampling,  and  tagging  of  seed  sold  by  any  handler 
within  the  State.     (H.  B.  240,  Mr.'  Evans.) 

Planning  and . Evaluation  of  Programs 

Social  and  Economic  Planning 

Oregon  -  Bonneville  Area.  Would  create  a  commission  to  co- 
operate with  a  similar  commission  in  Washington  to  hold  hearings 
and  conduct  research  into  the  industrial  development  and  conserva- 
tion of  the  area  adjacent  to  the  Bonneville  Dam.  (S.  C.  R.  8,  Mr. 
MeKenna. ) 

Utah  -  Rehabilit at i on  Commission.  Would  create  a  Rehabili- 
tation Commission  to  engage  in  industry,  manufacturing  or  agricul- 
tural enterprises.  The  Commission  would  engage  in  enterprises  for 
the  relief  of  unemployment  in  cooperation  with  State  or  Federal  a- 
gencies.     (H.  B.  176,  Mr.  Dix,  ot  al.) 

Land  and  Natural  Resource  Planning , 

New  York  -  Government  Reorganization.  Would  transfer  the 
work  of  the  State  Planning  Council  to  a  newly  created  Division  of 
Commerce  for  the  purpose  of  oerforming  planning  and  kindred  func- 
tions.    (S.  B.  1135,  Mr.  Schwartzwald;  A.  B.  1442,  Mr.  Ives.) 

%  Ohio  -  Natural  Resource  Board.  Would  "create  a  natural 
resources  coordinating  board  to  provide  for  cooperation  between  de- 
partments and.  agencies,  and  to  assemble  and  disseminate  information 
respecting  the  natural  resources  of  Ohio."  (H.  B.  152,  Mr.  Easton.) 

Pennsylvania  -  State  'Planning  Board .  "Would  amend  the  Ad- 
ministrative Code  of  1929,"  and  abolish  "the  Department  of  Com- 
merce; and  reestablish  the  State  Planning  Board  as  an  independent 
administrative  board."     (H.  3.  787,  Mr.  Cohen.) 

Wisconsin  -  State  Planning.  Would  amend  the  State  Planning 
law  to  prohibit  the  board  from  engaging  in  purely  local  planning 
and  zoning.     (S.  B.  263,  Mr.  Busby.) 
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Public  Finance 
Borrowing,  Bankruptcy  and  Debt  Adjustment 

Kansas  -  Refunding  Bonds,  Would  authorize  all  municipalities 
in  the  State  to  refund  their  bonded  indebtedness.  (S,  B.  314,  Mr. 
Mover. ) 

Minnesota  -  Rural  Credit  Deficiency  Fund .  To  refinance  the 
Rural  Credit  Fund  which  was  created  in  1923  for  State  loans  on  real 
estate  mortgages,  this  bill  would  appropriate- $40,000,000  to  meet 
deficiencies  and  interest  on  indebtedness.  To  provide  the  funds  a 
tax  would  be  levied  on  all  property  to  produce  $1,500,000  annually 
from  the  years  1942  to  1965  inclusive.  The  proceeds  of  the  tax 
liens  and  the  sale  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  are  to  be  cred- 
ited to  a  special  fund  known  as  the  Rural  Credit  Deficiency  Fund. 
(S.  F.  915,  Mr.  Solstad.) 

Minnesota  -  School  Districts.  Would  authorize  any  common 
school  district  comprising  more  than  60  congressional  townships  and 
having  a  valuation  of  less  than  $3,000,000  to  issue  without  refer- 
endum bonds  to- float  indebtedness.  Bonds  are  to  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  to  exceed  three  percent  and  shall  mature  within  20  years. 
(S.  F.  802,  Mr.  Herried.) 

-"-  North  Carolina  -  Revenue  Bonds.  Would  reenact  the  1938  Act 
which  authorizes  counties,  cities,  towns,  and  sanitary  districts  to 
issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  "acquisition,-  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, improvement,  betterment,  and  extension  of  revenue  producing 
undertakings."     (H.  B.  490.) 

North  Carolina  -  Validation  of  Bonds.  Would  validate  drain- 
age district  bonds  sold  by  the  Local  Government  Commission  alone  or 
in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Drainage  Commissioners.  (S.  B. 
222,  Mr.  Clark.) 

Texas  -  Refunding  Bonds.  Would  authorize  trustees  of  in- 
dependent school  districts  to  order  an  election  to  refund  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  in  bonds  which  have  been  previously  is- 
sued 'without  option  of  prior  redemption.     (S.  B.  191,  Mr.  Beck.) 

Washington  -  State  Guarantee  Fund .  Would  set  up  a  $1,000,000 
State  Guarantee  Fund  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  warrants  and  bonds 
issued  for  construction  in  improvement  districts.  Any  local  im- 
provement, water,  fire-prevention,  or  public  utility  district  might 
apply  to  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  for  guarantee  of  their 
warrants  or  bonds  under  this  fund.  Each  project  approved  would  be 
expected  to  pay  into  the  State  Guarantee  Fund  one  percent  of  the 
total  of  the  securities  issued  to  ocor  construction  of  the  project . 
(H.  B.  520,  Mr.  Miller.) 
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Financial  Administration 

Kansas  -  Municipal  Finance,  Would  proscribe  revised  pro- 
cedure for  budget  accounting  in  municipalities  and  taxing  subdiv- 
isions.    (H.  B,  261,  Com.  on  Assessment  and  Taxation.) 

Massachusetts  -  Financial  Survey.  Would  create  a  special 
commission  consisting  of  the  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Adminis- 
tration and  Finance,  the  Budget  Commissioner,  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounts,  one  State  senator,  three 
representatives,  and  three  local  officials  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor to  investigate  and  study  the  subject  of  financial  and  admin- 
istrative relations  between  Federal,  State  and  local  governments. 
Special  consideration  could  be  given  to  assessment  procedure,  al- 
location and  distribution  of  revenues  and  the  desirability  of  abol- 
ishing the  State  tax.     (H.  B.  1801,  Mr.  True.) 

Michigan  -  Township  Budgets.  Would  authorize  submission  of 
the  budget  of  townships  having  more  than  2000  population  to  a  vote 
at  the  regular  annual  township  election.     (S.  B.  180,  Mr.  Howell.) 

-x-  Ohio  -  State  Auditing.  Would  "provide  for  the  centraliza- 
tion under  the  department  of  auditor  cf  State  of  auditing  all  tax 
receipts  collected  by  the  State  of  Ohio."      (H.  B.  588,  Mr..  Nixon.) 

Pennsylvania  -  Compromise  of  Revenue  Claims .  Would  au- 
thorize the  Board  of  Finance  and  Revenue  to  compromise  claims  of 
the  Commonwealth  against  political  subdivisions  for  unpaid  loans, 
taxes,  penalties  and  interest  where  such  political  subdivisions  are 
financially  distressed.     (S.  B.  277,  Mr.  Cavalcante.) 

Utah  -  Department  of  Finance.  Would  amend  the  laws  relating 
to  financial  administration  and  would  create  a  new  department  of 
finance  under  a  commission  composed  of  three  members  appointed  by 
the  Governor.  The  members  of  the  commission,  in  addition  to  being 
responsible  for  financial  administration  are  to  have  supervision 
and  control  over  State  lands  and  are  to  constitute  the  State  Land 
Board.     (S.  B.  20,  Committee  on  State  and  Municipal  Affairs.) 

Kansas  -  Grain  Dealers  and  Producers  Tax.  Would  impose  an 
occupation  tax  on  dealers  and  producers  in  lieu  of  property  tax. 
The  rates  would  be:  one-half  mill  per  bushel  upon  all  grain  re- 
ceived by  dealers  and  a  tax  of  one-half  mill  per  bushel  on  grain 
harvested  in  the  State.  Every  dealer  and  producer  would  be  re- 
quired to  make  his  returns  to  the  assessor  of  personal  property. 
(H.  B.  73,  Mr.  Smith.) 

Kansas  -  Mortgage  Tax. :  Would  assess  a  tax  of  two  and  one- 
half  mills  on  the  dollar  of  unpaid  principal  debt  or  obligation 
which  is  secured  by  a  mortgage  heretofore  exempt..  (H.  B.  268,  Mr. 
Cooper. ) 
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Kansas  -  Taxation  of  Livestock.  Would  assess  and  tax-  live- 
stock and  farm  products  on  the  bo  sis  of  average  actual  cash  value. 
The  State  Tare  Commission  is  authorized  .to  make  rules  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.     (H.  B.  151,  Mr.  Woodward.) 

Mas sachuset ts  -  Income  Taxes.  Would  memorialize  Congress  to 
give  the  Federal  Government  exclusive  power  to  the  levy  of  the  in- 
come tax.  The  amount  collected  would  be  apportioned  back  to  the 
States  in  amovmts  which  would  approximate  the  percentage  of  tax 
paid.     (H.  B.  1528,  Mr.  'Nelson.) 

-x-  Montana  -  Income  Tax.  Proposes  "an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution f  the  United  States  relative  to  taxes  on  incomes,  inher- 
itances and  gifts,  limiting  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  on  such 
sources  for  Federal  purposes  and  providing  for  exceptions  in  time 
of  war  and  grave  national  emergencies."     (H.  J.  P.  4,  Mr.  Toomey.) 

Texas  -  Ad  Valorem  Taxes.  Would  limit  the  assessment  and 
levying  of  ad  valorem  taxes  for  the  general  fund  of  the  State  to 
200  on  each  $100  assessed  valuation.  None  of  these  funds  are  to  be 
for  relief  purposes,  except  that  an  appropriation  is  made  not  ex- 
ceeding $300,000  annually,  to  maintain  an  administrative  agency  for 
the  coordination  of  county  aid.     (H.  J.  R.  25.) 

Washlngt :-n  -  Taxation  Within  Federal  Areas .  In  accordance 
with  a  Congressional  Act  of  1940,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  permit  the 
States  to  extend  their  sales,  use,  and  income  taxes  to  persons  re- 
siding or  carrying  on  business,  or  to  transactions  occuring  in  Fed- 
eral areas",  this  bill  would  extend  State  taxation  laws  to  all  lands 
and  premises  held  by  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Washing- 
ton. This  bill  would  apply  after  January  1,  1941,  but  would  n^t 
extend  the  State's  gross  income  tax  to  sales  op  contracts  made  in 
connection  with ' a  Federal  military  or  naval  reservation  within  the 
State  prior  to  October  9,  1940.     (H.  3.  534,  Mr.  Doherty.) 

Public  Land  Administration 

General  Management  Problems 

Arizona  -  Public  Landholders '  Liability.  These  bills  would 
make  the  holders  of  rights-of-way  through  State  lands  and  owners  of 
subsurface  rights  on  State  lands  liable  for  surface  damage.

177,  Commission  on  Public  Lands.) 

Arizona  -  Public  Land  Improvements .  Would  permit  a  lessee 
of  State  lands  within  60  lays  prior  t  )  of  90  days  following  the  ex- 
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piration  of  his  lease,  to  remove  all  improvements  on  the  land  be- 
longing to  hln  which  will  not  injure  the  land.  If  the  improvement 
could  not  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  land,  the  retiring  les- 
see, with  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  of  State  Lands  could 
sell  the  improvements  to  the  succeeding  lessee.  In  the  event  that 
the  retiring  and  succeeding  lessees  could  not  agree  on  the  value  of 
the  improvements,  the  Commissioner  could  set  a  value.  (S.  B.  181, 
Commission  on  Public  Lands.) 

Arizona  -  State  Land  Commission.  Would  set  up  a  procedure 
to  be  followed  by  the  State  Land  Commissioner  in  conducting  hear- 
ings on  matters  relating  to  public  lands.  Would  also  permit  ap- 
peals from  his  decisions  to  the  superior  court.  (S.  B.  175,  Com- 
mission on  Public  Lands.) 

Arkansas  -  Mineral  Rights.  Would  amend  the  mineral  transfer 
law  by  providing  that  tax  forfeited  lands  may  be  leased  or  sold  for 
mineral  rights  providing  that  the  Revenue  Commissioner  has  approved 
the  sale  or  lease  as  a  transfer  in  State  interest.  (H.  B.  478, 
Sub.  for  H.  B.  312,  Mr.  Machen. ) 

Idaho  -  Lease  Extension.  Would  amend  the  law  relating  to 
the  lease  of  State  lands  to  extend  the  maximum  lease  period  from 
five  to  ten  years.  (II.  3.  284,  State  Affairs  Com.;  S.  B.  140, 
Livestock  Com.) 

Minnes jta  -  Public  Property  Sales.  Would  permit  the  State 
Board  of  Investment  to  order  the  State  Treasurer  to  sell  to  the 
highest  bidder  any  property  received  by  the  State  as  escheated 
property.     (S.  F.  831,  Mr.  Finstad.) 

Minnesota  -  Tax  Forfeited  Lands .  Would  permit  leases  of  tax 
forfeited  lands  for  three  years,  instead  of  one  year.  However,  if 
the  leased  land  is  s^ld  during  the  first  year  of  the  lease,  the 
lease  would  hold  only  for  one  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  one 
year  of  the  lease,  sale  of  the  land  would  cancel  the  remainder  of 
the  lease  term..  These  provisions  for  lease  and  sale  of  tax  revert- 
ed lands  would  apply  only  to  non-conservation  lands.  (H.  F.  891, 
Mr.  Herseth,  et  al;  H.  F.  1073,  Mr.  Mann'. 

-"-  Montana  -  Oil  and  Gas .  "An  Act  authorizing  and  permitting 
County  Commissioners  to  lease  county  property  for  oil  and  gas  de- 
velopment by  permitting  a  lessee  to  drill  wells  and  pay  to  the 
county  for  such  lease  a  royalty  of  not  less  than  12^-  percent  of  the 
oil  and  gas  produced  and  saved  from  all  lands  so  leased."  (H.  B. 
231,  Mr.  Ahern,  et  al.) 

New  Mexico  -  Leasing  Public  Lands.  Would  amend  the  present 
law  so  as  to  permit  the  Commissioner  of  Pablic  Lands  to  lease  pub- 
lic lands  for  grazing  or  agricultural  purposes  for  a  period  of  ten, 
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rather  thin  five  years.     (K.  B.  266,  Mr.  Eylar . ) 

New  Mexico  -  Salt.  Would  permit  salt  leases  on  State  lands 
to  be  made  for  a  term  f  ten  years  or  loss  with  discretion  given  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  to  extend  any  lease  for  an  addi- 
tional torn  of  .five  years.     (H.  B.  223,  Mr.  Adair.) 

Oregon  -  Certificates  of  Sale.  W-uld  make  it  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff,  at  the  tine  he  issues  a  certificate  ~f  sale  in  the 
foreclosure  proceedings  of  any  State  Land  Board  mortgage,  to  serve 
a  c^py  of  the  certificate  upon  the  county  judge  or  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  foreclosure  takes  place. 
The  county  would  be  allowed  a  60-day  period  to  redeem  the  land  from 
the  foreclosure  sale  by  paying  the  State  Board  the  amount  of  its 
investment  in  the  land  plus  interest  and  costs  incurred  by  the 
Beard.     (S.  B.  349,  Mr.  Walsh.) 

<-  Pennsylvania  -  Tax  Sales.  Would  amend  the  "Delinquent  Tax 
Sales  Act  of  1931"  by  giving  county  commissioners  the  right  to  re- 
cover possession  of  real  property  purchased  at  tax  sales  and  to 
rent  such  lands  as  they  see  fit.

Would  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  upon  the  application  of  owners  to  extend  the 
period  of  the  lease  so  long  as  minerals  shall  be  continued  to  be 
produced  in  commercial  quantities.     (H.  B.  506,  Mr.  Bean.) 

Park  and  Recreation  Lands 

Arizona  -  State  Parks  Board.  Would  create  a  State oPaVks 
Board,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  The  Board  would  serve  without  compensation. 
It  would  be  empowered  to  acquire  land  for  the  establishment  of 
State  parks  and  would  be  responsible  for  their  administration.  (H. 
B.  218,  Mr.  Bush.) 

Kansas  -  Park  Powers.  Would  increase  the  powers  of  the  For- 
estry, Fish,  and  Game  Corrmiggion  over  parks,  recreational  grounds, 
game  sanctuaries  and  forest  areas.  The  Commission  is  permitted  to 
make  any  rules  and  regulations  in  the  public  interest  and  to  en- 
force the  observance  of  the  orders.  (,0>«  B*  153,  Con.  on  Forestry, 
Fish,  and  Game . ) 

•*  North  Carolina  -  Federal  Parvs .  Would,  authorize  State  a- 
gencies  and  county  units  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government 
in  the  furtherance  of  a  program  for  the  development  of  Federal 
parks,  parkways,  and  forests.  The  C-oycrnor  would  appoint  a  commit- 
tee from  16  counties  through  which  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  runs. 
The  committee,     in    cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Conservation 
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and  Development,  would  formulate  a  planned  park  prop-ram.  (H.  B. 
755.) 

";<"  Ohio  -  Flora  Protection.  Relates  "to  the  protection  and 
preservation  of  the  flora  and  geological  formations  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  on  privately  and  publicly  owned  lands,  to  prevent  the  desecra- 
tion of  public  forests,  and  to  assume  scenic  values  in  the  public 
interest."     (H.  B.  452,  Mr.  Mees . ) 

Oregon  -  Park  Districts.  Would  permit,  upon  petition  of  ten 
or  more  persons  and  a  favorable  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  resi- 
dents, the  creation  of  park  and  recreation  districts.  Districts 
may  be  created  in  any  area  or  of  any  size.  Districts  arc  given 
power  to  make  any  regulations  necessary  to  the  improvement  of  the 
area,  and  are  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  to  finance 
costs.  A  board  of  three  members  is  elected  to  be  the  governing 
power  of  the  district.  The  county  treasurer  is  to  be  the  finance 
officer  of  the  district.     (S.  B.  249,  Mr.  Belton,  et  al.) 

Texas  -  Park  Land s .  Would  confer  upon  any  conservation  dis- 
trict the  power  and  authority  to  contract  with  the  State  Parks 
Board  for  the  establishment  of  a  public  pa.rk  within  the  confines  of 
the  conservation  district.     (H.  B.  681,  Mr.  Celaya.) 

Texas  -  Sbate  Park  Law.  Yfould  empower  the  Texas  State  Parks 
Board  to  acquire  State  park  sites  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise 
and  to  contract  with  any  person  for  the  improvement  and  beaut if i ca- 
tion of  the  State  parks.     (H,  B.  680,  Mr.  Celaya.) 

Utah  -  Transfer  of  Land  Powers.  Would  transfer  the  super- 
vision, management,  and  control  of  State  parks  from  the  State  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  De- 
partment is  given  power  to  acquire  land  and  make  any  improvements 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  a"  State  park  system.  (S.  B.  205, 
Com.  on  State  and  Municipal  Affairs.) 

Washington  -  Federal  Park  System.  Would  declare  the  State's 
policy  to  be  against  increase  or  extension  of  the  Federal  Park  Sys- 
tem of  the  State  of  Washington.  (S.  J.  R.  22,  Mr.  Morgan;  H.  J.  R. 
22,  Mr.  Pear sail.) 

Wildlife  Refuges 

Montana  -  Cooperative  Agreements.  "An  Act  authorizing  the 
Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  to  enter  into  cooperative  agree- 
ments with  Fish  and  Wild  Life  Service  of  the  Department  of  Interior 
of  the  United  States  in  the  administration  and  operation  of  the 
Fort  Peck  Game  Range  and  providing  limitations  thereof."  (H.  B. 
276,  Mr.  Friedl,  et  al.) 
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Washington  -  Wildlife  Refuges .  Would  authorize  the  State 
Game  Director,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Game  Commission,  to 
lease  or  purchase  public  lands  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
wildlife  restoration  areas,  public  shooting  grounds,  or  fish  and 
game- propagation  stations.  These  leases  or  purchases  would  be  con- 
ducted through  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands.  (H.  B.  56?.,  Mr. 
Savage. ) 


Services  to  .Agriculture 

Agriculture  Promt! on  and  Chemurg^ 

Arkansas  -  County  Promotion.  Would  permit  any  county  in  the 
State  to  purchase,  construct,  and  establish  rice  starch  plants,  po- 
tato starch  plants,  fertilizer  plants,  and  warehouses  for  the  stor- 
age of  agricultural  products.  Revenue  bond  procedure  would  be  used 
to  finance  costs.     (H.  B.  434,  Mr.  Bains.) 

Idah^  -  Potato  Commission.  To  or -note  the  welfare  of  the 
State  potato  industry,  this  bill  would  create  a  potato  advertising 
commission  to  conduct  publicity  campaigns,  and  disseminate  market- 
ing research  information  concerning  the  Idaho  potato  the  commission 
would  be  composed  of  "five  practical  potato  men"  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  To  finance  costs,  an  excise  tax  of  one-half  cent  per 
hundred  pounds  of  potatoes  would  bo  levied  upon  date  of  sale.  (H. 
B.  334,  Ways  and  Means  C-m. ) 

Kansas  -  C ounty  Fairs .  Would  authorize  a  tax  levy  in  cer- 
tain counties  to  finance  agricultural  fairs.  (H.  B.  154,  Mr.  Murr; 
H.  B.  331,  Mr.  Friesen;  H.  B.  314,  Mr..  Stamper;  S.  B.  140,  Mr. 
Re illy.) 

Kansas  -  Research  Foundation.  Would  create  on  industrial 
and  agricultural  research  foundation  to  develop  new  and  linnrsved 
methods  for  the  utilization  of  mineral,  agricultural  and  other  re- 
sources.    (S.  3.  515,  Mr.  Johnson. ) 

Michigan  -  Dairy  Products  Promotion.  Would  establish  a  Dai- 
ry Products  Advertising  Committee  to  promote  the  extension  of  the 
use  of  dairy  products,  financed  oy  a  tax  of  one  cent  a  pound  on 
butterfat.     (S.  B.  176,  Mr.  Porter:.) 

Ohio  -  Industrial  Bureau.  Would  "provide  for  the  creation 
of  a  bureau  to  promote  the  industrial  advantages  of  Ohio."  (H.  B. 
306,  Mr.  Poda,) 

Oregon  -  County  Resource  Promotion.  Would  chango  the  use  of 
a  county  fund  (^3500 )  from  advertising  and  dissemination  of  infor- 
mation about  c runty  resources    to    conduct    of  surveys  and  research 


into  natural  resources  and  their  conservation.  Cooperation  with 
other  public  or  private  agencies  is  authorized.  (H.  B.  292,  Mr. 
Martin. ) 

Oregon  -  Expansion  of  Dairy  Industry.  Would  create  a  Dairy 
Products  Commission  to  develop  and  expand  the  dairy  industry  by 
conducting  research  and  disseminating  and  advertising  information 
concerning  the  food,  therapeutic,  dietetic,  industrial,  and  mechan- 
ical uses  of  milk  or  its  derivatives.     (K.  B.  259,  Mr.  Jones.) 

Utah  -  Agricultural  Promotion.  Would  authorize  the  Governor, 
in  the  interests  of  agricultural  promotion  and  expansion,  to  ap- 
point a  Utah  State  Agricultural  Products  Commission  composed  of 
five  "practical  agricultural  producers"  from  agricultural  commodity 
groups  (commodities  not  specifically  named).  The  Commodity  Group 
Commission  members  (sub-committees  of  the  main  commission)  would 
also  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Each  commission  is  created  as  a 
corporate  body  to  regulate  and  promote  commodities  within  their 
field  through  licensing  and  control  of  dealers  and  handlers.  Agri- 
cultural advertising  stamps  would  be  issued  to  advertise  products 
for  interstate  and  foreign  shipments.     (H.  B.  98,  Mr.  Albott.) 

Utah  -  Department  of  Industrial  Development.  Would  create  a 
Department  of  Publicity  and  Industrial  Development  which  is  to  be 
charged  with  providing  opportunities  for  increased  employment  "of 
young  men  and  women"  by  sponsoring  a  program  of  industrial  dev- 
elopment of  natural  resources.  A  three-member  commission  appointed 
by  the  Governor  is  to  be  the  governing  power  of  the  Act.  (S.B.  198, 
Committee  on  State  and  Municipal  Affairs . ) 

Agriculture  Research  and  Education 

Kansas  -  County  Agents.  Would  enable  counties  to  cooperate 
in  appointing  County  Agricultural  Extension  Agents  but  limiting 
such  appointments  to  graduates  of  a  Kansas  college  and  who  have 
proper  education  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  work.  (H.  B.  416, 
Mr.  Bussing.) 

Kansas  -  Experiment  Station  Research.  Would  appropriate 
$10,000  to  the  Fort  Hays  Experiment  Station  for  the  biennium  for 
use  in  making  studies  and  conducting  research  relating  to  revegeta— 
tion  to  prevent  soil  erosion  and  promote  productivity.  (H.  B.  158, 
Committee  on  Agriculture.) 

Mew  Mexico  -  Experimental  Farm.      Would    appropriate  $35,000 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in    the  Middle  Rio  Grande  Conservancy  Dis- 
trict and  equipment  therefor,  for  an  agricultural  experimental  farm. 
(S.  B.  225,  Mr.  Dickason.) 
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New  York  -  Soil  Tests.  Would  appropriate  $12,000  to  Cornell 
University  to  conduct  research  investigations  to  develop  an  ac- 
curate, reliable  and  quick  method  of  determining  the  chemical  con- 
tent of  soil.     (S.  B.  1147,  Mr.  Hammond,) 

North  Carolina  -  Farm-Trade  Schools .  Would  authorize  the 
Governor  to  appoint  a  commission  of  three  members  to  study  the  fea- 
sibility of  establishing  one  or  more  Farm-Trade  Schools  in  the 
State,  and  to  report  its  recommendations  by  July  1,  1942.  (S.  B. 
306,  Messrs.  0' Berry  and  Stacy.) 

-"-  North  Carolina  -  Textile  •School.  Would  authorize'  the  Gov- 
ernor to  allot  funds  from  vocational  educational  appropriations  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  textile  training  school  in  the  Pied- 
mont section  of  North  Carolina.  A  commission  cf  seven  would  be  es- 
tablished to  investigate  cities  where  the  school  might  be  estab- 
lished. Trustees  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  are  to  op- 
erate the  institution.     (H.  B.  815.) 

Oregon  -  Agricultural  Statistics .  Would  appropriate  $6000 
for  the  biennium  to  the  State  Board  of  Higher  Education,  through 
the  extension  service  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  to  col- 
lect and  disseminate  agricultural  statistics.  (H.  B.  547,  Joint 
Com.  on  Ways  and  Means.)  *  ' 

Taxation  of  Real  Property 

Assessment,  Levy  and  Collection 

Arizona  -  Agricultural  Land s  Assessments »-  Would  require  the 
county  assessor  to  value  agricultural  lands  on  the  basis  of  the  net 
income  derived  on  those  lands  during  the  preceding  year.  In  case 
these  lands  had  no  net  income  during  the  preceding  year,  valuation 
should  be  based  upon  twice  the  prevailing  rental  value  of  such 
lands.     (S.  B.  126,  Mr.  Blake.) 

Iowa  -  Redemption  Procedure .  Would  amend  the  redemption  pro- 
cedure law  by  permitting  owners,  within  six  months  from  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  Act,  to "redeem  property  upon  payment  of  all  taxes 
and  special  assessments,  without  payment  of  interest  and  penalties. 
If  the  owner  fails  to  enter  a  contract  within  six  months,  the  coun- 
ty may,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  90  days  after  the  ser- 
vice of  notice  of  termination  of  redemption  rights,  sell  the  pro- 
perty for  the  value  of  the  certificates.     (H.  F.  484,  Mr.  Lucas.) 

Kansas  -  Tax  Liens.  Would  create  .  a  lien  on  money  received 
by  or  payable  to  a  person  or  corporation  owing  such  tax  on  real 
property.     (K.  B.  60,  Mr.  Jarvis.) 
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Kansas  -  New  Tax  Code.  Would  revise  and  codify  the  tax  as- 
sessment and  collection  procedure.  The  laws  governing  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  tax  commission  remain  substantially  the  same  ex- 
cept for  the  removal  of  inconsistencies.  A  Division  of  Ad  Valorem 
Taxation  is  created  in  the  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
more  adequate  personnel  to  efficiently  administer  the  ad  valorem 
taxes.  New  qualifications  are  established  for  the  county  assessors. 
The  Commission  examines  applicants  for  the  position  and  the  appoint- 
ment is  made  from  the  three  making  the  highest  grades  in  order  to 
secure  the  best  qualified  person  and  remove  the  appointment  from 
politics.  Security  of  tenure  is  provided  by  reappointments  upon 
satisfactory  efficiency.  Assistance  is  authorized  in  the  form  of 
expert  appraisers  for  specific  kinds  of  property. 

New  sections  are  designed  to  prescribe  in  detail  improved 
practices  and  procedures  which  the  assessor  uses  to  determine  sci- 
entifically valuations  and  record  keeping.  The  sections  relating 
to  the  county  equalization  boards  are  also  revised  and  codified. 
The  Boards  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners  instead 
of  the  commissioners  acting  in  that  capacity  as  now.  Changes  are 
also  proposed  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  to  make  more 
certain  and  expedite  the  procedure.  Provision  is  made  for  instal- 
ment payments  on  delinquent  taxes.  Delinquent  real  estate  is  to  be 
sold  only  to  counties — not  private  individuals.  Tax  deeds  are 
eliminated.  The  redemption  period  is  fixed  at  three  years  and  if 
not  redeemed  the  land  is  subject  to  mandatory  foreclosure  sale  by 
judicial  Drocess.  The  land  . is  then  to  be  sold  under  execution  and 
may  be  bought  in  by  the  sheriff  for  the  county.  If  so  purchased, 
it  must  be  appraised  by  the  county  assessor.  Provision  is  also 
made  for  the  sale  or  lease  of  such  land  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
(S.  B.  508,) 

Minnesota  -  Tax  Forfeited  Land  Sale.  Would  provide  for  the 
reinstatement  of  agreements  for  repurchase  of  tax  forfeited  lands, 
if  the  agreements  have  terminated  for  default.  Petitions  for  re- 
instatement must  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  not  later  than 
December  31,  1941.  The  amount  of  taxes  due,  interest  and  penalties 
must  be  submitted  along  with  the  application.  Applications  would 
be  acted  upon  by  the  county  board  before  January  31,  1942.  (S.  F. 
508,  Messrs.  Simonson  and  Neumeier.) 

Minnesota  -  Classification,  Would  set  up  the  following 
property  classifications  for  purposes  of  taxation:  (l)  Iron  ore, 
whether  mined  or  unmined;  (2)  household  goods  and  furniture;  (3a) 
all  agricultural  products  in  the  hands  of  producers  and  not  held 
for  sale;  (3b)  platted  real  estate  not  included  in  (l);  (3c)  real 
estate  used  for  homesteads.  Property  in  class  (l)  wmild  be  asses- 
sed at  50  percent  of  full  value;  class  (2),  at  25  percent;  class 
(3a),  at  10  percent;  class  (3b)  at  20  percent;  and  class  (3c),  25 
percent.  All  other  property  would  constitute  class  (4)  and  be  as- 
sessed at  40  percent  of  its  full  value.     (S.  F.  692,  Mr.  Solstad.) 
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Minnesota  -  Tax  Titles.  Would  change  the  requirements  for 
notice  of  the  expiration  of  tine  of  redemption  upon  real  estate  tax 
judgment  sale  certificates,  forfeited  tax"  sales  certificates,  or 
State  assignment  certificate.  (H.  F«  392,  Mr.  Johnson;  sane  as  S. 
F.  769,  Mr.  Neur.eier.) 

-ft  Montana  -  Redemption  Period.  Yfould  "amend  section  2201  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1935,  relating  to  the  tine  of  redemp- 
tion from  tax  sales  and  decreasing  the  tine  therefor."  (H.  3.  167, 
Mr.  Busch.)  ' 

-ft  M^nt ana  -  Property  Classification.  Relates  "to  the  basis 
for  the  imposition  of  taxes  upon  different  classes  of  property  and 
provides  for  the  percentage  .  if  the  true  and  full  value  of  certain 
classes  of  property  which  shall  be  taxed."  (H.  B.  299,  Mr,  Bjorne- 
by.)  *    '    :';    .  <  ' 

-ft  New  Jersey  -  State  Lions.  Provides  that  State  liens  on 
property  sold  under  judgment  be  satisfied  in  order  of  priority  and 
from  surplus.     (A.  B.  2765  A.  B.  244.) 

-ft  Now  Jersey  -  State  Liens .  Permits  decrees •  ■  barring  State 
liens  in  tax  sale  certificate  foreclosures  when  there  is  no  answer 
by  State,  when  State  files .  disclaimer  or  when  tax  lien  has  priority 
over  State  lien.     (S.  B,.  132.) 

New  Mexigp  -  Sale  of  Tax:  Reverted  Lands.  Would  establish 
procedure  for  the  sale,  by  the  taxing  unit  which  has  foreclosed  up- 
on a  tax  lien,  to  the  original  owner  or  other  purchaser  after  ap- 
praisal.    (H.  B.  282,  Mr.  Gonzales.) 

Ohio  -  Forecl -sure  Proceedings.  Relates  "to  the  deeding  of 
property  to  political  subdivision  when  the  bid  at  foreclosure  sale 
does  n^t  equal  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  and  assessments  on  the 
property."     (H.  3.  507,  Mr.  Gardner.) 

-ft  Ohio  -  Forfeited  Lands.  These  bills  relate  "to  the  sale 
of  forfeited  lands,  and  provide  for  a  private  sale  of  such  lands  by 
the  county  auditor."

Would  "empower  and  direct  municipalities 
and  othjr  political  subdivisions  to  promulgate,  administer,  and-  en- 
force airport  zoning  regulations  limiting  the  height  of  structures 
and  objects  of  natural  growth,  and  otherwise  regulate  the  use  of 
property,  in  the  vicinity  of  such  airports)  to  authorize  the  acqui- 
sition, by  purchase,  grant  or-  condemnation,  of  air  rights  and  other 
interests  of  land)  and  to  provide  penalties  and  remedies  for  viola- 
tions of  this  Act  or  of  any  ordinance  or  regulation  made  under  the 
authority  conferred  thereby."     (H.  B.  457,  'stir-,  Easton.) 

Oregon  -  Interim  Committees »  Would  create  an  Interim  Com- 
mittee composed  of  members  of-  both  Houses  to  study  the  problem  of 
rural  zoning  and  land  use  regulations  adjacent  to  highways.  (S.  J. 
R.  19,  Mr.  Childs.) 

-x-  Pennsylvania  -  Highway  Zoning .  Would  establish  highway 
protective  strips  along  highways  outside  of  cities,  boroughs,  and 
towns  within  the  State,  for  the  regulation  of  the  location  and 
characteristics  of  buildings  and  structures  and  of  the  uses  of 
buildings, structures  and  land  within  said  highway  protective  strips 
and  for  the  location  and  design  of  access  roads.  A  State  Roadside 
Zoning  Commission  is  created.  Certain  restrictions  on  the  powers 
of  counties,  municipalities  and  townships  are  provided  for.  (H.  B. 
711,  Mr.  Armuth,  et  al.) 

Washington  -  Roadside  Zoning.  T:7culd  empower  the  State  High- 
way Department  to  establish  zones  (within  500  feet  of  highways) 
within  which  land  use  regulations  may  be  enforced.  Two  zones  are 
proposed:  (1)  Non-commercial,  in  which  the  use  of  land  is  limited 
to  recreation,  forestry,  residential,  and  agricultural  uses  for  the 
purpose  cf  preserving  recreational,  scenic  and  historical  values) 
(2)  commercial,  including  all  other  lands  for  which  regulations  may 
be  made  within  prescribed  standards.  Signs  and  billboards  would  be 
permitted  subject  to  license  and  regulation.   (S.B.542,  Mr.  Keller.) 

Wisconsin  -  Roadside  Zoning .      Would  appropriate    an  annual 
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sum  of  $20,000  to  the  Highway  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  land- 
scaping right s-of-77ay  and  developing  ana  maintaining  roadside 
parks.  vTojald  include  the  maintenance ,  protection  and  planting  of 
roadside  vegetation  to  prevent  scil  erosion  and  to  beautify  the 
highway.  r.henever  necessary,  the  Commission  cculd  purchase  lands 
for  roadside  parks.     (S.  B.  275,  Mr.  Miller.) 

Outdoor  Advertising 

Kansas  -  Billboard  Regulations .  TTould  declare  all  signs  and 
billboards  along  high-ways  vdiich  "are  detrimental  to  public  safety" 
to  be  declared  a  public  nuisance,  '''.hen  the  20-day  notice  of  remov- 
al is  net  obeyed,  the  agency  charged  with  supervision  of  the  high- 
ivay  may  make  the  removal  at  the  ovmer's  expense.  (H.  B.  454,  .Mr. 
Wunsch, ) 

Subdivision  Control  and  Real  Estate  Licensing 

Massachusetts  -  Real  Estate  Beard.  T.culd  create  a  Real  Es- 
tate Boar:1  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
regulate  the  real  estate  business.  Examination,  license,  and  fee 
standards  are  prescribed.  Regulation  does  not  apply  to  isolated 
property  or  judicial  sales.     (H.  3.  1286,  Mr.  Parker.) 

Washington  -  Real  Estate  Brokers .  IVould  license  and  regu- 
late real  estate  salesmen  and  brokers.  Detailed  requirements  of 
character  and  honesty  are  made  prerequisites  to  receiving  license. 
(S.  B.  257,  Mr.  Marsh.) 
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
